A Key is a certain tiote in’ every piece of mufic, to which the whole is poi and.on which all the reft depend, This isai- 
paey othe laft note of the Dafs—whenever this key, tone, cr found is loft, the whole shia seaacs on immediately runs into confufion. 

There are but two Natural or Primitive keys in mufic, viz. C, the tharp o; Major, and A, the flator Minor Key 3; all the other. keys are 
Latied artificial, To diftinguifh thefe keys, {uppofe your Key is C, count the Pim ber of ieaneoree a in the firit thi ird, a w ill be C, D, 
or Fa, Sol, La, which is a Major Third, containing 4 femitones, w hich determines your mufic is oa tne Major Key. 

But if your Keyis A, your firft third will be A, B, C, or La, Mi, Fa, which has but 3 femitones ; therefore your key is the Winer-skad 
as your third, fo will your 6/b and7th be, whether flat or fharp.
